A separable part of a legislative cn 
ncinunt may l>c declare,1 uncomti" 
rational without aflectinq the validity 
oi other section*. 

Section i rrmli n* follows: 

"That no Inhukating liquors, wine* 
or beer ahull be lolil. in counHc* 
where the a time la ollnwrd by law, In 
b*» quantities than one half of a 
pint, and no one aball sell any li* 
quart, w itt< • ©r baer that are not cAtt- 
rained lit securely acaled receptacle* " 

The right to f«'l intoxicating liq¬ 
uor la recognized by the law* of the 
thla aitttc. The right of any county 
to. prohibit the sale tn such county U 
guaranteed by Article XIX ol the 
dale constitution and the me.hod to 
do an therein *ct forth. 

It i» Itot within the power of the 
lev •Unite to forbid the *afe rd lltp 
cor* in any county, except in the way 
marked out l»y Article XIX of the 
constitution.

The Farmers' Union stands for all 
tbsre la In farming from the most 
setontlbc raethodo nf seed selection to 
the most systematic and profitable 
plana of marketing, but does not bo- 
llove In promoting one to the neglect 
of the other Wo consider the work 
of farm demonstrators valuable and 
wro ask that governmental and com¬ 
mercial agenclvp seeking to help us, 
continue to give us their oxatat&nco 
and ndvlce, but we believe that their 
Infiuunco should bo oxtendod to the 
marketing stdo of our farm problems 
also

facturing by overproduction of the 
factory; wo cannot build up mercan¬ 
tile enterprises by the merchants load¬ 
ing their shelves with surplus goods 
and no inoro can wo dovelop agrlcub 
lure by glutting tho market with a 
surplus uf products.

1 ruder. Their Investigations were di¬ 
rected particularly toward revision of 
the libel laws, but they Have taken up 
several other matters in which the 
1 cwbpaper men of the state are vi¬ 
tally Interested. Tho report follows 
The injustice of the present libel 
).iw arises from the wording id sec¬ 
tion ij of the hill of right* of the 
State Con*litullon. The words ’good 
motives' should he r.rickcn nut, and 
In this end a ronstitulioanl atncmk 
incut should he submitted. 

'A luw should be passed to permit 
newspapers to publish any mutttrrs 
contained in the putdic record* of 
town, city, county or state, and f'*r- 
bidding tin* taking of any legal action, 
civil or crilUlll&l. against editors or 
owners of newspapers publishing such 
' records—unless It can be clearly 
shown that the publication thereof 
was prompted by ntahcc. 

"There should be a law to prohibit 
the publication of Icval iKitirsa of any 
kind in newspaper* that have not 
hecn estahUhrd at least three yrsr*. 
also, a h* •» rt^ulrinv that all legal no¬ 
tices by individuals he paid for in ad-

newspaper* a* much a* $100 in each 
daily and $*•> in cacti weekly. 

M lf the association approve* of 
these srggrstior.*, we recommend that 
3.J5 he sppropriated out of it treas¬ 
ury to pay Judge WMliam A. Hockcr. 

any other capable lawyer whom 
the association may select to prepare 
• nd write out in legislative form the 
Uw* and changes in laws which we

American seriously and study for a 
moment the attitude which He take* 
concerning the war. There is no bet¬ 
ter way to do this than by referting 
to articles 'prepared and signed by 
him, an«l the latest expression is ot 
course the best. 

The current Issue ol The Common¬ 
er, Mr Bryan's paper, has in the cen 
ter ol the front cover page displayed 
hi attractive type, this advice signed 
by him: 

The power to declare war is vested | 
in congress—thut is the nearest body 
to the people. The referendum was | 
then unknown—df the constitution was 
being written today the people would | 
probably be given a referendum vote! 
op war and women *hc greatest suf¬ 
ferers from war—would doubtless be 
given a voice. But as we do not have 
a direct referendum wo ahm*M «•* I 
ever/means we have to Impress upon 
our senators and members of congress 
the fact that THE PEOPLE ARE 
OPPOSED TO ENTERING THE 
PRESENT WAR. They are IN FAV¬ 


OR of using the peace treaty plan to 
preserve (icace and. if that fails, they 
are in favor of postponing final set¬ 
tlement until this war is over. This 
course will enable us to assist as me* 
diator in bringing this war to a close 
and then we shall have no difficulty 
ip adjusting our differences. WRITE

During the afternoon we heard 
heavy firing two or mil** »>* 

our left, and we little dreamed of the 
significance it had for us. But al 
iast the infernal racket in our front 
»nd over our heads ceased, and we 
had leisure to consider what effect 
that distant battle might have on our 
coniinunlca.ion* with the James river. 
WV? had not much time to think before 
an aide came down with hurry orders 
for Caldwell's Brigade. Wc struck in¬ 
to the road which was ankle-deep with 
the dust that hud Ik-cii pulverised by 
thousands of army wagons ami tens 
of thousands of troops, in short, by 
the entire Army of the Potomac, 
horse, foot, gun* and baggage It was 
trying march, or rush rather, for 
those of us who could stand it. There 
was need of hustc, for General* A 
I*. Hill and Longstrcet were strain¬ 
ing every effort to break through 
< ur long thin tine, and to cut off nur 
division. I remember fhe frantic ges¬ 
ture* if one of our generals, who 
urged ns for find's sake to hasten to 
the threatened point, ami I remember 
hat bis action* didn't inspire me with 
much confidence, either in himself 
or in the situation. 

As wc drew near to the battle field 
i Glendale, wc came to a place that 
tried the courage of us all. I shall 
never forget that scene. The road 
an through an open field which was 
dotted here utid there with wounded 
• m n There were al llic grim tokens 
«*f the rear of a desperate battle, 
dragging ir| n. camion without 
h *rsi», 4ii«l broken gun-carriages, bat¬ 
tle »mokt In the air, and the sound of 
:» cun out of sKfln in from, accimpan- 
u*db> thrhowhifgr* prsbmnt 
ic*l by th. howl of urapeshot. We 
ha'ted here for a lew moment* to give 
the stragglers '.line to rouw up, and 
!n give all u chance to breathe after 
our exhausting march Besides the 
uien that were lying around us 1 
wounded, oilers were coining out of 
the woods in front limping and bleed¬ 
ing. They greeted u» with such 
cheering words a*, "You’ll get enough 
in there;*’ "Better throw sway them 
' napsackv You won’t want them in 
there.” 

Before us there Was a dark forest 
•f pines, and I can sec yet the lurid 
light of the setting sun through tile 
irres slid the powder smoke: and I re¬ 
member that the question came Into 
mv mind, "I wonder if I shall ever 
sec another setting sun?’ I did not, 
of course, give any outward sign of 
•itch a thought. I bad enough to do 
In Inspire my men with courage, teff- 
litg them wc must sell our live* a; a 
I h»gh price. But I have hear*! some 
•f our men. who went through many 
subsequent battle*, say that this was 
the di*malr*t battle they ever saw. 

Down in the narrow rood through 
the dark trees we passed. It was full 
<>f powder smoke, which, with the 
dense foliage, shut out the most of the 
daylight that remained 

After n little while we came nut of 
1 b»* wood* but just before noing so 
wc met a column, which suddenly 
fired point-blank at the head of our 
rcpimi nt For a moment the first 
two nr three c'inthume* recoiled, 
doubled up. and seemed on the point 
*f scattering pnnic-strickcn; but dis¬ 
cipline prevailed, and the companies 
were soon In fours and marching on 
again. We had hern fired Into by 
our own men. 

Wc came out of the wo^li on the 
light side of a clear field where a 
portion of the afternoon battle bad 
raged, and lay down hy the aide of 
the road, conscious that we were in 
a ticklish plr -c. There wa* a low 
ridge like a parapet on our left pn*l 
a broken-down fence. There was oc¬ 
casional firing over us Into the field, 
and once in a while a bullet dropped 
near 11*. Bur ibis soon erased and 
»he battle field as a whole was very 
quiet, and I began to hope that the 
battle was over. Rut T little knew 
what «*n* before ps. The twilight was 
deepening and the start were out. 
when the order came. "Get up men 
steady now. Forward, march." Every 
man sprung to hit teet. Quickly we 
wen over tha fence, an*! when the 
regiment was well Into the field we 
made a right linlf-wheel toward* a 
piece of wood* on tin? other side. I 
vat neither depressed or elated at 


his time. It was a relief to be in 
motion with my company. I, was 

»lwslv i*« the line r.f A«n-t 

for Myself and company. I remember 
how fitic’y the regiment marched 
across that field through the shadows 
and the smoke. We advanced to with¬ 
in five or six rods of the woods and 
lay down. It was too dark by this 
time f**r us to fee whether the woods 
•vcrc occupied «*r not, hut after a 
brief interval we learned nil about it. 

While we were all on the qui vive, 
wondering what would come next, a 
voice hr*»kc forth from the woods, 
clear and distinct. "What regiment is 
that?' 4 Every heart stood still. Who 
would answer? And what would hr 
say To my astonishment and dis 
may one of our men feebly replied, 
"hist New York.’ Then came the 
blusti ring reply, "Lay down your 
arm* **r vott re alt dead men.” His 
iVrcc threat was like a spark in a 
powder magazine. Instantly our men 
were *<n their fret and delivered the 
»>rst volley before the enemy fired a 
•hot. Tin* must have seriously dum- 
•itfcd litem, for th«-ir return volley was 
lighter than looked for There was 
nothing f. r us to do. however, but to 
full back a few rods, loading and fir- 
MK a* wc wen:. But wc soon haltcj 
au*| delivered our fire in the growing 
darkness. The flashes of the enemy’s 
muskets were all that our men had to 
► *‘c their Aim. It was dismal busi¬ 
ness. Our line grew thinner and tliin- 
m r. and I noticed that my company 
was melting away before me. Anx¬ 
ious t< hurt • *mrbo«ly, I drew my re¬ 
volver and emptied one barrel into the 
woods, but then considered that I 
might wan: the rest for closer work 
before wc got through, and put u up 
jgniu. Soon I felt a smarting pain 
m my Ic/i knee, and sat dr wn a few 
pners apart to **•* what made it 
Finding it was only a buckshot, I 
hastened back to my company, but it 
t<»ol« that buckshot wound six weeks 
to heal. It semis to me now as if I 
had not hecn back with my company 
more ltints a minit f when crash came 
a blow on my right leg just above the 1 
knee, like tlir blow of a club. There 
was no mistaking that. I dropped be¬ 
cause I hud to, and I l»y flat hi my 
••ack. so us to avoid other bullet* nnd 
waited for further developments. 
Those were solemn moments for me, 
a "d vvt n**t *0 terrible :<» one might 
suppose Indeed, they were not at 
a»I dreadful. I wa* just waiting to see 
if I was going to die from loss of 
blood, not knowing but an artery was 
severed, t distinctly remember think¬ 
ing that I would hardly turn my hand 
• vet for the choice, whether to rise 
presently *•» ■ few, heavenly home, or 
ti* struggle ba*’k through unknown 
sufferings to my old en-thly home. 
But .iftrr a few moments tho inutimt- 
j Ive desire to live ill the body prevail¬ 
ed. I maw that I was not going to 
bleed to death, and so I railed a cou¬ 
ple of men to carry me hack I* the 
road away from the firing line. Tn do¬ 
ing this one of them put his arms un¬ 
der my knees, and the pain in my 
wound * i*»n became so frigh'ful that 
1 begged them to lay me down and ler 
me die. They carried me to the road, 
however, a short distance, and there 
left me. 1 identified this Apof forty- 
fiv.* wars after the battle, a short di* 
lance rust of the little hamlet of Glen* 
dale, where the remains of an old par¬ 
apet are still seen. 

So there I lay on my hack, looking 
up »o the quiet stars, and listening to 
the combat which was still going on. 
This is a narrative of personal ex¬ 
periences and feelings, designed for 
gurally use. and ao it is in order for me 
to tell how I felt os T lay there It 
might be expected that I should say 
that l was consumed by a burning de¬ 
sire to get back into the fight, im¬ 
patient to be leading my men quite up 
to the mu'zlct of the enemy* mus¬ 
kets Bn* if 1 were to say so, I should 
tel! n big lie, \e T lay there T was not 
at all smitten by a fit of the heroics 
‘"'r anything of the kind I wa* tired, 
almost exhausted hy the exertions and 
excitement* of the day, and weaken¬ 
ed hy loss of Mood And it felt fine 
to tust lie there and rest. As long as 
I krpt still my xv.wind did not pain 
me much I hated bullet*, and had no 
ambition for glory or promotion, tnd 
It was a relief to lay there out of

LYNCHING IS OFTEN JUSTIFIED 


Boston. Aug. j 6.—former Hover- 
—r r-» pt f -** r Im 

an address delivered here today be¬ 
fore the Governor* Conference on 
"flic Duty and Responsibility of 
Lhicf Executives in Dealing with 
Prisoners," declared that the lynching 
*>i men in the South lor certain crimes 
is a protection to civilisation. He 
condemned the ’third degree’ in deal¬ 
ing with prsotters and expressed the 
opinion that it was worse in some r*:- 
ipects than lynching. 

"The money wc spend lor couri* 
und prisons is very ill laid out," said 
Governor BUasc. He continue*! in 
parr "\\' v e make, by distrust, the thief, 
the btirgbir, nnd incendiary, and hy 
uiir court and jail wc keep him so. 
\n acceptance of the sentiment «>f 
love throughout Christendom for a 
•cn«*m would bring the felon and th« 
outcast to utir aide in tears, with the 
devotion of hi* faculties to our service. 

"Within the past few weeks we read 
in the newspapers of a man who had 
made un u'tempt upon the life of 
another being plied with i|mslions 
•..mil he was too weak to talk. th*u 
being walked pp and down the corri¬ 
dor of his prison to revive him, then 
plied with question* again, and sub¬ 
jected to God alot. knows what else 
sn the administration oi the third de¬ 
gree l.ater this prisoner was found 
on the floor of his cell with his skull 
crushed in, and it xvas stated that I* 
Cad climbed to the top of his cell door 
• nd jumped to the floor, killing biin- 
stilf. Wbtthe 1 lie wus mur*‘*cied or 
wfce«!.«V be really committed suicide 
I «ln not know; but this I do know, 
that the suicide of any man would 
hardly lie unnatural under such dr- 
»*'*msLai'cc%. .111 d that the treatment no. 
(••rded him. be for* conviction, wouM 
have hern a disgrace 10 our civillfJI* 
Ijoii even bad it occurred after he hu l 
been tried and sentenced. 

"This 'third degree' method that * 
practiced ilk the North and the East 
and the West—less frequently, I am 
ulad to say, in the South—whether a 
titan hr killed during its administra-1 
non, or whether be be driven to com¬ 
mit suicide, or whether he be tortured , 
1* metimes into confessing crimes of 
which he may be innocent, is harbar- 
irv in a sneaking form, under tire 
-auction of law. and those guilty of 
practicing it evidence a spirit as mean 
and contemptible as the malice which 
animates the midnight assassin 

"Three years ngo 1 had the pleas¬ 
ure of addre^^ig this conference in 
Richmond, dray remarks were tele¬ 
graphed throughout the nation, and I 
•vat heralded to the w*»rM as a chief 
executive who advocated mob vio¬ 
lence. I do not propose to go into a 
.li*rii**ine of that here: it is entirely 
Wside the question. Suffice it for me 
to ray that in thr South, the lynching 
of a man for the unmentionable crime 
i» a protection to our eiviliraiion while 


the practice of this ’third degree' vio- 

-f - u: 

its most vital point and is a blow to 
the whole spirit of our institutions. In 
the South an aroused mob is an out¬ 
rage*! community which carries out 
the law, but brushes aside with migh¬ 
ty force the laVs technicalities and 
delay*. There is no hypocritical, sant- 
titnonicus violation of fundamental 
rights under the cloak of law hy those 
sworn to uphold the law: the deed is 
open, and civilization and justice ^r«: 
vindicated. And when mobs are rv» 
longer passible, liberty will be dea-lk 

"The chief executive of a state ha? • 
not a more serious duty nor graver 
responsibility than the obligation im¬ 
posed upon hint in dealing with prU- • 
oners—and by prisoners I mean to In¬ 
clude those in jail awaiting trial. 

"A state or a nation that allows its 
prisoners to suffi r cruelties is guilty 
of a greater crime than the prisoners 
themselves have committed. 

"We have prison and prison meth¬ 
od* in the United States today whi*V« 
arc a disgrace tn any civilization. . 

"When I assumed the office of gov¬ 
ernor of South Carolina, I inaugurat¬ 
ed in tny state the pamte system, un 
granted hundreds of paroles. I was a* 
vigorously condemned on the on*- 
bam! and as heartily praised on the 
other, for nearly every decision I 
reached upon each individual case, as 
any man who bus ever been in public 
life in the history of this country. I 
cared not for the con temnation or the 
praise. The parole system which T 
inaugurated was entirely successful. 

< >ut of the hundreds of paroles grant¬ 
ed very few failed to lead good lives. 

"I believe more firmly today than 
ever before In the parole system a* the 
most advanced step that has ever 
been taken in prison reform."

• Tho whole science of government Is the science of protecting life and 
liberty' and the pursuit of happlnoaa. In the divine distribution of powers, 
the duty and the right of protection rests with the male. It Is ao throughout 
nature It Is ao with men, and I, for one. will never consent to part with 
the divine right of protecting my wlfo, my daughter, the women whom I lovo, 
and the women whom I respect, eierctslng the birthright of man. and place 
that high duty In tho weak and nerveless hands of those designed by (Jod 
to be protected rather than to ongage In tho stern warfare of government In 
my Judgment, this whole movement arises from a false conception of the 
duty and of the right of both men and women ^ 4 .

BREAKFAST, WHAT TO HAVE.

Rlc® Pan Cakes.—Tbcae aro a moat 
nppotUIng cake to aorvo for a hot 
dish at breakfast time. Mix two cup¬ 
ful# of boiled rice with two cupfula 
of milk nnd let It alaml over night. In 
tho morning add three cupfuls of flour, 
affted, with n teaspoonful of salt, a 
tablcspoonful of baking powder and 
n (ableapoonful or augur and ono of 
neT.ed butter. Beat until woll mixed 
and fold In three well beaten eggs, 
the whites added laat. Drop by spoon¬ 
ful* ou a well greused griddle. 

OrrilaL—Tho omelet la the favorite 
breakfast dish nnd when well pre¬ 
pared and properly cooked la a most 
delicate dish. Take os many egg* as 
there are people to serve. Break tho 
yolks Into a howl, odd n tablcspoohful 
of cold water for every egg. bent tho 
yolks until thick, add tho cold water, 
salt nnd seasoning, then fold In the 
vrell beaten whites. Have th® omelet 
pan smoking hot nnd greased with a 
tnbleapoonfu! of butter added just as 
tho omelet Is to be poured In. Lift 
tho sides nf the omelet with a spatula 
while cooking, so that It will cook all 
tho way through, after It la well 
browned on the bottom act Into the 
oven to finish on top.

then pour on gradually a cupful of 
milk. Bring to the boiling point and 
add two tcaapoonful* of nt*lt. a few 
dashes nf pepper, mix thoroughly and 
covor tightly nnd cook for forty min¬ 
utes on (ho back of tho range About 
five cupfuls of cabbago la used for U»u 
other Ingredients. All vegetarians 
will relish this toothsome dish.
